37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Connelly-Cushwa telephoned Mr. Alavi to discuss claims 34 and 
77 and the relevant prior art. Specifically, Figure 2a of Ahn et al. discloses an optical apparatus that met the limitations 
of claims 34 and 77, however, all of the other independent claims in the case were in condition for allowance. After 
reviewing the reference, Mr. Alavi suggested amending claims 34 and 77 by changing "curved in at least one 
dimension" to -curved in the horizontal dimension- to overcome the prior art, since the vertically curved surface 
illustrated in Figure 2a of Ahn et al. is an artifact of the formation process, as opposed to the curved surfaces of the 
present invention, which are intentionally designed as curved surfaces in the horizontal direction. Ms. Connelly-Cushwa 
agreed to make the change by Examiner's Amendment to claims 34 and 77 in order to place the case in condition for 
allowance. 
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
